In 1897, the Edmonton Light 
and Power company was_ started, 
which was the forerunner of the city 
Nght and power department, as, in 
1901, when the city decided to go In- 
to the business, the old company was 
bought out for $17,000. 

The transaction took place in May, 
1901, and at the time the company's 
premises were located on Ross Flats, 
near the Edmonton Brewery site. In 
this instance conyparisons are most in- 
teresting, that is, to see how matters 
stood then, as against the state of 
the department at the present time.

The revenue of the department was 
an average of $46,000 per month for 
the last year, and since the Alliance 
Power company took over the opera- 
tion\of the powerh ouse, the light and 
power department has paid the com- 
pany a monthly bill of $16,000 to $17,- 
000 for “juice.”

FRENCH ADVANCE 
ON 2-MILE FRONT 


(Continued from Page One) 


our line to Villers en Scorbie, on a 
front of two miles; 

Lonijon, May 20—The German artil- 
lery developed increased activity last 
night along the front between Albert 
and Bucquoy, the war office announces, 
The statement follows: 

“We captured a few prisoners yes- 
terday as a result of a successful raid 
carried out in the Albert sector. A 
raid attempted by the enemy north vf 
Hinges was repulsed with heavy loss 
to the hostile raiding party. 
“The hostile artillery activity in 
creased considerably last night on the 
Albert-Bucquoy front.” 

Paris, May 19—The official statemeni 
from the war office today reads: 

“The artillery on both sides was ac- 
tive north of the Avre, French patrols 
were active in the sector of Hangard 
and captured prisoners, 

“Tnemy surprise attacks against our 
positions on the Lower Ailette in tl 
Argonne and in the Woevre were 
broken up by our fire. We brought 
back prisoners in raids east of Rheims. 
There is nothing to report on the re- 
mainder of the front.” 

ON THE FRENCH FRONT IN 
FRANCE, May 20.—There Is no direct 
indication as yet where the expected 
enemy attack will be delivered, but® 
the German staff has adopted a meth- 
od similar to that employed when the 
enemy made his great rush on March 
21, holding the front line strongly 
everywhere, but grouping the first line 
troops more densely in some parts of 
the front than in others, 

Around about Arras, Gen, Otto von 
Below's important army, which so far 
has not participated in the battle, has 
given no sign of movgment, but its 
presence there probably means that it 
is intended for hafd work. As usual, 
the Germans are holding their mane 
oeuvring army far in the rear. 

It seems probable that this manoeu- 
vring army is stronger numerically 
than the mass which carried out the 
first rush in March, but whether the 
quality of the troops is equal to that 
of the earlier concentration is ques- 
tionable, as the reconstituted divisions 
must centain many elements which 
suffered the horrors of heavy fighting 
during many days and, therefore, have 
lost some of their aggressiveness,

“I got the impression that if the 
farmers of Alberta got together they 
could get the best of the leave of 
\bsence and that is the advice I would 
sive them., Have your meetings, con- 
eentrate your efforts and exercise in- 
fluence on the government.” 

It was thus James Miner, of Bawlf, 
who has just got back from Ottawa, 
summed up the situation from the 

tandpoint of the agriculturists of Al- 
berta in connection with the cancell- 
ing of exemptions under the Military 
Service act. He was with the mon- 
ster delegation from Ontario and Que- 
bec that waited upon Premier Borden 
on May 14 and states that as a re- 
sult of the unsatisfactory reply re- 
ceived from the government the dele- 
gation selected a committee of seven 
to watch further developments and 
take action. He represents Alberta 
on this committee, four of whom re- 
mained behind in Ottawa with J. J. 
Morrison, secretary of the United Far- 
mers’ organization of Ontarlo, which, 
says Mr. Miner, is rapidly increasing 
its membership, the farmers {in the 
East coming to realize that combined 
action is necessary for the promotion 
of their interest 

Committee’s Resolution 

The resolution appointing the com- 
mittee was moved by Mr, Miner and 
seconded by C. W. Gurney of On- 
tario, as follows: 

“That the representations made to 
the prime minister having apparently 
failed to effect the desired result, the 
convention appoint a committee to 


take such further action as it deems | 


advisable, and particularly to request 


the government that further proceed- | 


ings under the order-in-council of 


April 20, withdrawing men from food | 


production, be deferred until the reg- 
istration of man power, which the 
prime minister himself assured us 
will be completed sHortly, disclose the 
forces available for the most effective 
prosecution of Canada’s war effort.” 

Mr. Miner, with O. G. Paulson was 
specially sent to Ottawa as a deputa- 
tion from the Melville, Edburg, New 
Norway, Ferintosh, Dorenlee and 
Meeting Creek local of the U.F.A, 

“When I arrived in Ottawa, on 
Monday evening, the 138th,” says Mr. 
Miner, “I was surprised to see that 
the Ontario and Quebec farmers were 
so thoroughly aroused, and more in- 
terested, if that were possible, than 
we Westerners, It is claimed a thou- 
sand people walked the streets of Ot- 
awa on the night of the 13th—those 
who came in by late trains could not 
get accommodation, 

“It was the biggest farm delegation 
{ ever had any experience of, and I 
have been a member of many. Not 
only that, there was complete har- 
mony and unanimity of purpose.

Gives Better Service, Says 
Supt. McCauley 


Superintendent McCauley, of the 
Calgary street railway, was in the city 
on Monday, and during the course of 
his visit spent some time in the street 
railway department and also called at 
the city hall, where he was received 
by the mayor and had some discus- 
sion on street railway affairs in the 


two cities, 

Superintendent McCauley is not 
looking for the post of utilities com- 
missioner at Edmonton; things are 
too good at Calgary. 

As the pioneer of the one-man car 
system, Calgary has stood the brunt 
of the fight, and is now reaping its re- 
ward The one-man car system has 
proved a success at Calgary and has 
turned the tide in favor of the depart- 
its advocates point with 
pride to press comment at une time 
against the system, which is now in 
its favor, 

During a conversation with The 
Bulletin, Superintendent McCauley 
said that the system in Calgary had 
not only reduced cost of operation, 
but had also enabled them to give a 
better service. 

During the rush hours they were 
enabled to put into service 25 extra 
cars, and this proved highly satisfac- 
tory to the general public, as there 
was no waiting about and the cars 
followed each other in a string. 

“The keynote,” says Superintendent 
McCauley, ‘in dealing with street rail. 
way traffic is popularity. You are up 
against two main factors of competl- 
tion all the time—the motor car traf- 
fic and the desire of people to walk, 
either from motives of health or 
economy, - 


What Should Be Done 
“What you have to do is to so regu- 


late your street railway service that | 


the motor car owner is going to be/ 
impressed by the idea that it is cheap- 
er and better for him to leave his car 
at home and use the utility, while the 
person who walks is to be convinced 
that it is going to be more economical 
for him to use the street railway and 
thus get quicker to work and his 
home, and by this means have more 
time for business or recreation.” 

As for increased fares, Superintend- 
ent McCauley said that at Calgary 
they had been enabled to stay with 
the old schedule so far, but there was 
general movement throughout 
street railway circles that increased 
fares were necessary, 

The Calgary street railway was pay- 
ing, but it had the advantage of be- 
ing more contained than the street 
railway at Edmonton. At Calgary 
more passengers were being carried 
and more miles operated. For the 
three months of the present year end- 
ing March 31, the revenue totalled 
$158,437.92 against $132,585.27 in the 
corresponding period of last year. 
Passengers carried totalled 3,919,649 
against 3,264,424. Expenditure, in- 
cluding cverhead and fixed charges, 
totalled $156,492.51, leaving a surplus 
og $1,945.41 for the three months of 
1918 against a deficit of $14,974.57 
The *expenditure includes 
increased wages. The mileage vperat- 


jed was 728,983 against 631,394, and 


the average fare per Passenger was 
3.967c against 3.969c last year.

The Tax 


A strong point in favor of the) 
Tax Sale of this year realising! 
bigger money for the city treas-| 
ury than that of last year, is the 
change in the charter which| 
shortens the period of redemp- 
tion from three years to eighteen 
months. The man who invests in 
a city Tax Sale is generally what 
may be called a ‘‘lead-pipe cinch’’ 
investor. He not only wants a sure 
thing for his money, but he wants 
a sure thing on big profit on his 
money. To have to wait three | 
years before he gets a decision as | 
to whether his profit shall only be | 
10 or 1000 per cent. is a serious! 
deterrent to such investor. Eigh- 
teen months give the delinquent 
taxpayer a reasonable opportunity 
to redeem his property, and at the | 
same time is a reasonable period | 
to ask the tax sale purchaser ‘to 
wait for either a return on_ his 
money with interest, or the title 
to the land. The abandoment of 
the single tax as the only means 
of raising city revenue, relieves 
the situation under which unim- 
proved land had ceased to have 
value, and therefore offers the tax 
sale purchaser an appreciable 
value in which to invest. With the 
shortening of the redemption per- 
iod, a shifting of a share of the 
burden of taxation from the land, 
and with financial conditions so | 
greatly improved, there should be 
no question that the city will re- 
alize the amount of the tax sale | 
debentures from the sale of ‘the 
lands,
